This petition was referred to a com- 
mittee of the whole houfe for the 3:{t, 
as it moft highly deferved: Unlefs it 
was for form’s fake, there was indeed 
no occafion for referring it ; becaufe 
the faéts were notorious, and could 
not be better authenticated than they 
were by the petition itfelfy; and they 
were fuch as required the immediate 
confideration of the houfe; as it could 
not but be forefeen that every mo- 
ment’s delay, after the appearance 
of the petition in the printed votes, 
would increafe the evil complained 
of, by quickening and increafing the 
exportation of our corn. However, 
as by the ufual forms the houfe could’ 
not well come to any refolution with- 
out fome previous inquiry, the 31{t 
as I have faid, was appointed for that 
purpofe ; and on the zgth feveral gen- 
tlemen of the city were ordered to at- 
tend the faid committee on that day ; 
but as the abovementioned account 
had not then been brought in, the faid 
orders were put off till next morning 
at twelve o’clock; when the faid ac- 
count was prefented, and referred to 
the {aid committee; prefently after which 
after reading the order of the day, an 
inftruction was ordered to the com- 
mittee, that they do confider of the 
prefenthigh prices of malt, meal, bread, 
bifcuit, and ftarch; whereupon the 
committee came to the following re- 
folution, which was next day report. 
ed and agreed to by the houfe, viz. 
That the exportation of Wheat, 
wheaten meal, flour, bread, bifcuit, 
and ftarch, be prohibited for a limit. 
ed time. 

Upon this refolution, a bill was or- 
dered to be brought in; and Mr. 
Alderman Harley, the Lord North, 
Mr. Jenkinfon, Mr. Whately, Sir 
Robert Ladbroke, and Mr. Nugent, 

O° were 
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were ordered to prepare, and brifig if 
the fame. On the gth the bill was 
refented to the lioufé by Sir Robert 
adbroke, read 4 firft time and or‘er- 
ed to be fead a fecond timé,’ whieh 
it was the next day and committed to 
a committee of the whole houle for next 
morning. But betore the houfe .ad- 
journed on the faid ‘sth of February, 
there was prefented to the houfe and 
read, a petition of the inhabitants of 
the town and county of thé°town of 
Newcaftle upon Tyne; fétting forth, 
that the price of all forts of grain, 
particularly wheat, for a confiderable 
time paft, had been, and then was, 
very high, and was ftill advancing in 
the markets of the faid town, and the 
adjoining counties, owing, in great 
meafure, as the petitioners apprehend- 
ed, to the large exportation of corn 
from this kingdom; the continuance 
of which muft confequently more en- 
hance the price of bread and other pro- 
vifions, and inevitably diftrefs the poor 
manufacturers, and labourers, aid 
their families ; and therefore praying, 
&c. 

This petition was reférred to the 
committee upon the faid bill, into 
which the houfe refolved itfelf on the 
8th, after having by inftruétion given 
the committee a power to extend the 
provifions of the bill to Ireland ; which 
inftruction, I am afraid was moved for 
by thofe who were fecret é¢nemies to 
the bill: However, it was complied 
with; for this extenfion was made by 
way of amendment, and the com- 
mittee, having gone through the bill 
with this and feveral other amendinents, 
the houfe ordered the report to be re- 
ceived on the 13th, on which day there 
was prefented to the houfe and read a 
petition of the mayor, bailiffs, and 

urgefies of the borough of Leicefter ; 
and alfo a petition of the mayor, re- 
corder, aldermen, gentlémen, and 
tradefmen of the borough of Derby ; 
both of the fame purport and con- 
cluding with the fame prayer as the 
former petitions; and* beth having 
been feveraily ordered to lie on the 
table, Sir Robert Ladbroke afterwards, 
on the fame day, made the report from 
the committee, when the amendments, 
with an amendment to one of them, 
were agreed to by the houfe, and the 
bill, with the amendments, ordered to 
be ingrofied. On the sath the bill,

This cuftom of having mealmen in- 
terpofed between the farmer and the 
baker, though abfolutely neceflary in 
the neighbourhood of London, and all 
great and popaiess cities, makes it, 
however, much more eafy than it would 
otherwile be,.to form a conabjnation 
for raifing the price of wheat or wheat- 
en meal and flour, and might have 
an effect at London or any other city 
for a few market days: but it could 
not have a continued effect over the 
whole kingdom, becaufe a combina- 
tion could not be entered into by fiich 
a great number of people, nor would 
it be long fos oR by ail of them ; 
and any one’s breaking through the 
terms agreed on would compell all the 
relt to do the fame. Therefore as 
the price of thefe neceflaries continn- 
ed to advance over the whole kingdom, 
the effect muft have been owing to 
a real fcarcity, and that f{carcity was

Am furprized that no ufe is made of 

{mall rivers and rivulets to make in- 
undations to cover camps, which may 
be executed on almoft every fpot, with 
very little expence, and would render 
them no lefs ftrong than fortrefles, 
All capital pofitions thould, if poffible, 
be covéred by inundations, which are 
much more efficacious, than all the re- 
trenchments in the world. The flui- 
ces maft be made as low as poflible, | 
and moreover; covered with fome good 
work or other. 

If the country is mountainous, the 
roads mult neceflarily pafs through 
many .defiles, formed by the ravins, 
torrents, rivers, &c. confequently, 
advantageous camps are to be found 
on every fpot. The knowledge of all 
this, hea improved by fuperior ta- 
lents, will enable a finall army to make

emprefs’s fervice, feldom or ever camp, 
and are expofed to all the inclemency 
of the weather; -yet, in apioeartion, 
much fewer of them die; than among 
the reft of the troops ; which can be 
attributed only to theadifference of 
the countries from whence they come. 
The inhabitants of great. towns are 
{till worfe than thole of the plains, 


being long enervated with yice and its ~ 


confequences, they are unable to fup- 
port any fatigue ; and, moreover, too 
talkative ever to form a.good and obe- 
dient foldier. The form of. govern- 
ment produces no lefs variety. in the 
characters of men, than the phyfical 
qualities of the country. . 

The fahjeé&ts of a. defpotic prince 
being from their birth taught obedi- 
ence and fubordination, two eflential 
qualities to form a good foldier, if mot 
intirely alienated and weakened by 
oppreffion and poverty, are preferable

to thofe of republics, unlefs’ thefé‘are 
re by me enthufiaftie' fire of lit 
berty ; which t are very fuitep* 
fible, if conduthed f an able hand, 
and become invincible; but, if’deRit 
tute of this principle, they make but 
indifferent foldiérs ; becaufe their pret 
tenfions to liberty clafhes continually 
with that blind fubordinatiow; ‘whith 
conftitutes the very foundation of a 
good army. pes 08 
As the fubje&ts of a defpote cannot 
ffibly be animated with a paffion for 
iberty, that can raife any degree of 
enthufiafm, their leaders muft’ endea- 
vour to fubftitute that of religion, 
which is fuperior tothe other. When 
thefe two F inciples are united, as ih 
fome of the Grecian and Roman re- 
publicks, the foldier is invincible. If 
we confider the force they have’ on the 
human heart,’ and how eafily raifed, 
we mutt be furprized to fee the gene- 
rals of our age neglect them intirely : 
this proves they want the mottinfallible 
and fublimeartof conduéting mankind. 
There is another fpecies of enthufi- 
afm, much weaker than the former, 
and may be rather called a ftrong paf- 
fion, whofe objeét is the love of glory 
and riches ; both thefe principles are 
ingrafted in the human heart, and, if 
cultivated with care, will produce 
wonderful effects, efpecially among the 
officers, who, by their fituation, have 
the means of enjoying the fruits of 
them. Thefe principles are to be 
found chiefly arnong the fubjects of a 


mixt and monarchical government, . 


where glory and riches are attended 
with a real fuperiority and diftinction. 

From thefe moral and phyfical prin- 
ciples are formed national characters, 
whofe influence is feen, more or lef, 
in every army, as it is more or lefs 
fubdject to military difcipline. If this 
is itrong, and founded only on the 
principle of fear, it dettroys national 
eharacters, and does not fubftitute any 
thing that is equivalent to it. . Difci- 
pline fthoald hg founded on national 
characters, and both are improved by 
it: but as thofe who have the forma- 
tion and conduct of armies, feem 
wholly unacquainted with human na- 
ture }A general; and with its various 
modifications, according to the diffe- 
rence of countries and government, 
they find themfelves incapable to form 
a code of military laws founded on 


June 
national cWaracters ; and are t]} 
forced tovdeftroy thefe, and eltabliqne 
on the’“weak, uiicertain, and flavig, 
principle of fear ; which has:rendered 
our armies ‘miich i-ferior to thofe of 
the antients, as-appears evident from 
the ‘hiftory of mankind. 
, ne French dre’ gay, light, and 
Vinh Bt cans rather by an immedi. 
ate tfanfitory impulfe, than by 
any prinégiple Of reafon, or fentiment. 
their fenfations, ‘from the nature of 
their climate, are very delicate; and 
therefore’ objects make a very ftrong 
impreffion but momentary ; becaufe a 
new object producing a new impref. 
fion effaces the-former. From whence 
follows that they are impetuous and 
dangerous in their attacks; all the 
animal fpirits feem united, . and pro. 
duce a fort of furious convulfion, and 
gives them a more than ordinary de. 
gree of vigeur for that infant; but 
it exhaufts the whole frame: the in- 
ftant following they appear languid 
‘and weak, and changed into other 
men. To this dational character may 
be added, that their armies are re- 
cruited from the clafs of men that 
inhabit the towns, who, of all others, 
are the leaft proper for foldiers, being 
vain, impatient, talkative, and effe- 
minate; they advance as afluved of 
victory, having a great opinion of 
themfelves, and contempt of others: 
but if repulfed, their fpirits are ex- 
haufted, fhame fucceéds, and humble 
them to fuch a degree, that they a 
not eafily prevailed upor to renew the 
attack: and as their vanity will neve 
let them confefs they are in the wrong 
they throw the fault on. their leader 
become mutinous, and defert. Where 
fore it fhould be a maxim im mi 
king war againft the French, ¢ 
keep them continually in motiong 
efpecially in bad weather, alway 
attack them, never permit them 
follow their own difpofitions; fe 
them to obferve yours ; thes impa 
tience will foon reduce them to ¢ 
mit fome capital error : if their leade 
is wife and prudent, and tefules * 
comply with their unreafonabdle ' 
quads, they will treat him with com 
tempt, grow turbulent, and defert.

« Samuel Squire (late bitho 

D St. Davids) Wi or at ~ do 
minfter in Wilthhire, in. the year 1714, 
and was educated at St. John’s col.

Soon after, the bifhop of 
Bath and Wells, Dr. Wynn, appoint. 
ed him his chaplain, and prefented 
him to thearchdeaconry of Bath. In 
1748, he was prefented by the king to 
the rectory of Topsfield in Effex; and, 
in 1749, when the duke of Newcattle 
was initalled chancellor of Cambridge, 
he preached one of the commence-

To H. M. Bf; 


Lifbon, Dec. 42, 1758. 

HERE is no country, let thé 
. people in general be ever fo 
defpicable,—tut fomething tay be 
learnt: from them,—and if one people 
are more ignoble than another, fure- 
ly the Portugueze are the moft* fo. 
But what I want to obferve to you, 
is the. order of their markets,—which 
if we imitate, muft prove a general 
good to the common-wealth.

pect before them but ‘was pregnant 
with the bittereft diftrefs, as the veffel 
now leaked exceflively, and their pro- 
vifions fell thort; Which continued 
leflening till every morfel was entirely 
exhaufted, aud not above two gallons 
of dirty water remaining at the Bottom 
of the cafk. | 

The men, from fatigue and want of 
neceffaties, wers reduced to a very 
weakly condition, grew impatient, 
and feized on the cargo of wine and 
brandy as there was nothing elfe re- 
maining ; of this they drank to con- 
tinuial excef’. The Captain abftained 
from wine as much as poffible, and 
hufbanded the dregs of the water catk 
to which he imputes his having fur, 
vived a complication of the moft af- 
fecting calamities. 

On the 2sth of December, in the 
morning, they difcovered a fail, which 
filled them with excefs of joy ; and 
about eleven came near enough to 
fpeak to the fhip, and inform her of 
their diftrefles; the Captain of which 

romifed thém a little bread, which 
é faid was all the provifions he could 
fpare. This promife, however, he 
never performed, but inhumanly failed 


‘away, and left Captain Harrifon and 


his crew involved in. greater: diftrefs 
than before, which the captain deferibés 
in very affecting terms. 

On Chriftmas day, the only fiving 
animals they had left were a pair ot 
pigeons and a cat, the former of 
which they killed that day, and the 
cat the day following; the head of 
which fell to the Captain’s fhare, than 
which, he fays, he never fealted on 
any thing that appeared more delicious 
to his appetite. After the cat was con- 
fumed, the people began to fcrape the 
1 bottom; 
which afforded them but fmall 'reliet, 
as the waves had beaten off thofe above 
water, and the men were too weak to 


‘hang over the fhip’s fide to gather 
them. There being now nothing* to 


be got but the wine and brandy, the 
crew applied to that, and the Captain 
fubfifted entirely on the dirty water 
which they had forfaken, half a pmt 
ot which, with a few drops of Turling- 
ton’s ~balfam, being his whole allow- 
ance for twenty-four hours.

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On the 28th of December, a moft 
dread(ul ftorm tore away the mainfail, 
the only remaining bit of canvas they 
had, and left the thip a wreck, in the 
fulleft fenfe of the expreffion. 

The reader will recolleé& (continues 
Captain Harrifon) that the laft morfel 
of meat we tafted was our cat, on the 
26th of December.—On the 13th of 
January following, being ftill toffed 
about at the difcretion of the fea, and 
wind,-—my mate, at the head of all the 
people, came to me in the cabbin, half 
drunk indeed, but with looks fo full of 
horror, as partly indicated the nature 
of their dreadful purpofe, and inform- 
ed me, ‘‘ that they could hold out no 
longer ;——that their tobacco was en- 
tire y exhaufted; that they had eaten 
upalitheleather belonging to the pump, 
and even the buttons off their jackets ; 
that now they had no chance in nature 
but to caft lots, and to facrifice one of 
themfelves for the prefervation of the 
reft; they therefore expected my con- 
currence to the meafure, and defired 
me to favour them with an immediate 
determination.” 

Perceiving them in liquor, I en- 
deavoured to footh them from their 
purpofe as well as I could; begged 
they would retire to reft, and that in 
cafe providence did not interpofe in 
their favour by the next morning, we 
_would confult farther on the fubjectt. — 
Inftead of regarding my requeft, how- 
ever, they {wore, with a determined 
horror of execration, that what was 
to be done, mult be done immediately, 
and that it was indifferent tothem whe- 
ther I acquiefced or not; for although 
they had been fo kind to acquaint me 
with their refolution; they would ob- 
lige me totake my chance as well asano- 
ther man, fince the general misfortune 
had levelled aJl diftinétion of perfons. 

As I had jong expected fome vio-

About eight o'clock the next morn-

I was able, and {hatching up one of 
my piftols, refolved to fell my life as 
dearly as [ could.
